To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stretford  Local  Board. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1893,  which  treats  of  the  vital  statistics,  the  infectious  diseases  noti¬ 
fied  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  and  the 
measures  adopted  by  your  Sanitary  Officers  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  those  diseases.  I  also  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  action  taken 
to  guard  against  an  invasion  of  Cholera,  which  at  one  time  during 
the  year  seriously  threatened  this  country.  Your  attention  is 
drawn  to  the  means  I  have  employed  to  improve  the  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Township,  and  to  the  defects  I  considered  prejudicial 
to  health,  and  which  have  now  been  rectified.  This  year  the  death 
rate  is  slightly  higher  than  in  1892  (which  was  extremely  low) 
but  is  lower  than  the  average  rate  for  the  past  five  years.  There 
has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease,  but  the  cases  have  been  generally  of  a  mild  type. 
Your  officials  have  grounds  for  supposing  that  cases  have  occurred 
which  have  not  been  notified,  no  steps  being  taken  to  isolate  them, 
and  this  may  partly  account  for  the  above  increase.  Your  Inspector 
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beiag  on  the  alert,  discovered  two  cases  where  this  had  taken  place, 
and  at  my  recommendation  your  Board  prosecuted,  details  of  which 
will  be  given  later.  The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  the  same  as  that 
for  the  previous  year,  and  less  than  in  former  years,  and  considering 
the  large  increase  of  cases  reported,  the  absence  of  a  corresponding 
increase  of  deaths  is  satisfactory.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Township  I  consider  to  be  much  improved,  and  when  the  large 
undertakings,  which  your  Board  are  about  to  commence,  are 
finished,  I  feel  sure  that  your  district  will  be  further  benefited. 
Take  for  example  the  A  section,  in  which  great  sanitary  progress 
has  been  made.  This  section  in  1889  had  a  death-rate  of  21*3,  in 
1891  19*6,  in  1892  22 -6,  and  in  1893  it  has  fallen  to  i3'4.  If  this 
satisfactory  result  is  obtained  in  the  most  crowded  section,  I  think 
we  are  justified  in  anticipating  even  a  more  marked  improvement 
when  reforms  are  extended  to  the  rural  parts  of  the  district. 

POPULATION. 

I  estimate  the  population  of  your  district  for  the  past  year  at 
22,000.  The  Ship  Canal  having  been  opened  for  traffic,  and  a 
large  portion  of  it  being  in  the  district  of  Stretford,  I  expect  that 
the  population  will  increase  rapidly  during  the  present  year. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  Local  Registrar  has  reported  the  births  of  241  males  and 
231  females  (  =  472).  This  is  equivalent  to  a  birth-rate  of  217  per 
1,000,  as  compared  with  217  for  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  A  section  is  29-0,  B  section  20*9,  C 
section  157,  and  D  section  2ro. 

In  1892  the  rates  were,  A  section  3o’2,  B  section  21*8,  C 
section  147,  D  Section  23’6. 

DEATH  RATE. 

320  deaths  were  reported  in  your  district  (165  males  and  155 
females).  Of  this  number  two  were  cases  of  violent  deaths  of 
persons  not  residing  in  your  district,  and  therefore  not  included  in 
my  statistical  returns.  Six  were  cases  of  deaths  at  the  Monsall 
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Fever  Hospital,  of  persons  removed  there  out  of  your  Township ; 
these  have  been  treated  in  my  returns  as  though  they  had  occurred 
at  the  patients’  homes. 

This  gives  a  total  death-rate  of  147  per  1,000,  as  compared  with 
13*5  for  the  previous  year.

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The  death-rate  for  the  previous  year  was  as  follows  :  A  section 
15*9,  B  section  11*2,  G  section  13*4,  D  section  i4’6. 

Particulars  of  the  causes  of  death  are  given  in  a  table  marked  A, 
appended  to  this  report,  also  the  ages,  diseases,  and  district  in 
which  the  death  took  place.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  of 
mortality  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  175 '8  to  every  1,000 
births. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic 
and  other  diseases  which  have  occurred  in  the  various  streets  in 
each  section,  giving  the  estimated  population  of  each  street, 
allowing  5  persons  per  house.

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  14  were  caused  by  infectious 
diseases,  and  18  by  diarrhoea,  making  a  total  of  32  from  zymotic 
diseases,  being  at  the  rate  of  1*4  per  1,000,  the  same  as  in  1892.

Fever  Hospital. 


CHOLERA. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  this  dreaded  disease  on  the  sea-board 
of  England,  which  caused  great  anxiety  as  it  spread  in  isolated 
cases  to  several  large  towns.  Fortunately  your  Township  escaped 
a  visitation,  but  during  the  year  several  persons  arrived  in  the 
district  of  Stretford  from  infected  parts.  I  received  from  the  clerks 
of  the  respective  Authorities,  6  notifications  (5  from  Liverpool  and 
one  from  Hull),  stating  that  persons,  whose  destination  was  in  your 
Township,  had  been  allowed  to  proceed  under  the  Cholera  Regula¬ 
tions  Order,  after  giving  their  names  and  addresses.  Your 
Inspector  periodically  visited  these  cases  until  all  fear  of  their 
having  contracted  the  disease  had  disappeared. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  has  been  no  death  from  diphtheria  during  the  year,  whereas 
there  were  2  in  1892,  2  in  1891,  4  in  1890,  and  13  in  1889. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  3  fatal  cases  from  this  disease  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  6  during  the  previous  year,  and  8  in  1891.  One 
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of  these  3  cases  occurred  in  the  C  section  and  2  in  the  D.  In 
addition,  2  cases  which  were  removed  from  the  district  to  Monsall, 
proved  fatal. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

5  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  ended  fatally,  being  one  less  than  in 
1892.  One  death  occurred  in  the  B  section,  2  in  the  C,  and  two  in 
the  D.  Besides  these,  one  case  from  the  B  section,  one  from  the 
C,  and  one  from  the  D,  died  at  Monsall  Hospital  after  removal. 

DIARRHCEA. 

There  were  18  fatal  cases  of  Diarrhoea;  of  this  number  16  were 
of  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  several  of  them  were  probably 
due  to  improper  feeding.  Deaths  from  this  disease  are  in  excess  of 
the  total  from  all  other  Zymotic  diseases. 

MEASLES. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Measles  this  year,  Last  year  there 
were  3  ;  in  1891,  5  ;  in  1890,  8. 

I  consider  that  if  Measles  were  added  to  the  list  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act, 
great  good  would  be  done  in  preventing  the  spread  of  this  disease, 
as  your  Inspector  would  be  able  to  leave  the  paper  which  points 
out  the  penalties  incurred  by  not  isolating  these  cases,  and  children 
from  infected  houses  would  be  prevented  from  attending  school 
which,  at  the  present  time,  we  believe  they  do,  even  when  they  are 
suffering  from  the  initial  catarrh  preceding  the  attack,  during  which 
time  they  carry  the  infection. 

WHOOPING-COUGH. 

There  was  only  one  death  from  whooping-cough,  as  compared 
with  8  during  the  previous  year,  and  13  in  1891. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Two  deaths  occurred  from  erysipelas,  whereas  in  1891  there  was 
only  one. 
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PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  were  2  deaths  from  this  disease,  as  against  no  deaths  in 

1892. 

NEW  CASES  OF  SICKNESS. 

A  Table  is  appended  to  this  report,  marked  B,  giving  all  the  cases 
of  Infectious  Diseases  which  have  been  reported  under  the 
Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889.

In  1892  the  following  cases  were  reported:  Scarlet  Fever  71, 
Typhoid  Fever  16,  Erysipelas  5,  Diphtheria  24. 

During  the  year  we  have  removed  to  Monsall  Fever  Hospital  58 
patients  suffering  from  Infectious  diseases,  the  cost  of  which  will 
amount  to  ^322  145-.  o d. 

In  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  every  effort  was  made  by  your 
officials  to  trace  their  origin.  Drains  in  every  instance  were  exam¬ 
ined,  and  enquiries  made  to  discover  whether  the  patient  had  come 
in  contact  with  the  disease  at  any  place  other  than  his  or  her 
home.  With  regard  to  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  the  cows  in  the 
district  have  been  carefully  examined  to  ascertain  whether  they 
were  free  from  vesicular  disease  of  the  udder,  &c.  The  water  of 
wells  in  which  dairy  utensils  were  washed,  has  been  submitted  to 
the  County  Analyst  for  examination  to  see  if  it  was  of  an  innocuous 
nature. 

On  receipt  of  a  notification,  I  send  a  printed  form  to  the 
Inspector,  which  gives  the  date  of  notification,  the  name  and 
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address  of  the  patient,  and  the  disease.  He  then,  from  personal 
inquiries,  fills  on  this  form  the  age  of  the  patient,  the  probable 
source  of  infection,  by  whom  the  milk  is  supplied,  the  condition  of 
the  house,  yard,  cellars,  ashpit,  and  privy,  where  the  patient  is 
employed,  whether  any  business  is  carried  on  at  the  house,  and  if 
removed  to  hospital.  This  form  is  then  returned  to  me.  The 
Inspector  is  then  instructed  to  leave  a  printed  circular  pointing  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  infectious  diseases,  and  the  penalties  the  householder  is 
liable  to  for  any  infringement  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  The 
Inspector  also  leaves  a  second  printed  circular  giving  directions  for 
the  proper  isolation  of  the  patient,  and  the  means  best  to  be  adopted 
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disinfected.  » 
is  forwarded  to  the  school. 

The  work  of  removal  to  Monsall  Hospital  has  been  done  by  the 
Board’s  own  ambulance  since  March  last,  and  this  has  been  much 
more  expeditious  than  the  old  plan  of  leaving  it  to  the  Manchester 
Corporation  Ambulance,  and  has  also  been  a  saving  of  about  70  per 
cent,  in  the  expense.  This  year  we  have  had  a  much  larger  number  of 
cases  of  Infectious  diseases  reported  than  in  former  years.  The 
cases  have  been  of  a  mild  character,  and,  as  previously  mentioned, 
your  officials  are  afraid  that  cases  have  occurred  which  were  not 
reported,  and  hence  no  steps  were  taken  to  isolate  them. 

In  all  cases  where  complete  isolation  cannot  be  adopted,  we  do 
our  best  to  get  the  patient  removed  to  Monsall  Hospital.  When 
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the  house  is  ready  for  disinfection,  the  Inspector  visits  it  for  that 
purpose.  Under  his  supervision  the  windows,  chimney,  and  all 
crevices  are  made  air-tight,  and  the  process  of  disinfection 
thoroughly  carried  out,  either  by  burning  roll-sulphur,  or  by  placing 
a  tin  of  sulphur  di-oxide  in  the  room  and  allowing  it  to  evaporate. 
The  door  of  the  room  is  then  securely  closed  and  made  air-tight, 
and  kept  so  for  not  less  than  six  hours.  The  wall-paper  is  after¬ 
wards  stripped  off,  and  the  whole  surface  of  the  room  washed  with 
perchloride  of  mercury  solution.  Previous  to  this  the  bedding  is 
removed  and  stoved  free  of  charge.

Three  months 

later,  another  case  was  reported  in  the  B  section,  in  a  man  who 
contracted  it  in  Manchester,  having  worked  in  the  same  office  with 
another  man  who  was  suffering  from  the  disease.  This  case  was 
also  removed  to  Hospital,  and  every  precaution  taken.  The  next 
case  was  also  in  the  B  section,  in  the  person  of  your  Inspector,  who 
contracted  it  together  with  his  two  children,  all  of  whom  were 
removed  to  Monsall,  the  case  of  one  child  unfortunately  proving 
fatal.  The  sixth  and  seventh  cases  occurred  at  the  Board’s  Offices, 
the  eighth,  ninth,  and  tenth  occurred  in  one  house  in  the  D  section, 
and  consisted  of  a  husband,  wife,  and  lodger.  The  husband  and 
wife  were  reported  and  were  visited,  as  were  all  small-pox  patients, 
by  myself  and  your  Inspector,  when  we  discovered  that  the  lodger, 
who  was  then  in  the  convalescent  stage,  but  still  a  source  of 
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infection,  had  the  day  previously  been  to  business.  I  cautioned 
him,  and  told  him  that  on  no  account  was  he  to  expose  himself  in 
public.  On  the  following  day  the  Inspector  made  a  surprise 
visit,  and  found  that  he  had  gone  to  business  in  Manchester. 
He  (the  Inspector)  at  once  communicated  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  Manchester,  who  visited  the  shop  where  the  lodger 
was  employed,  and  found  him  at  work.  Dr.  Tatham  ordered  his 
removal  to  Monsall,  but  instead  of  going  to  the  Hospital,  he 
returned  by  train  to  Stretford,  where  he  was  again  found  by  your 
Inspector,  and  removed  with  the  other  cases,  the  same  day,  to 
Monsall.  When  he  recovered,  the  Manchester  Authorities  sum¬ 
moned  him  for  exposing  himself  whilst  suffering  from  a  dangerous 
infectious  disease,  and  on  receipt  of  the  summons  he  absconded. 
The  next  case  also  appeared  in  the  D  section,  in  a  private  semi¬ 
detached  house,  with  every  accommodation  for  isolation,  and  was 
treated  at  home.  The  twelfth  case  appeared  in  the  A  section, 
and  was  removed  to  Hospital.  The  last  case  (thirteenth)  also 
appeared  in  the  A  section,  on  the  15th  of  August,  since  which  date 
there  has  been  no  recurrence  of  the  disease. 

REMOVAL  OF  NIGHT-SOIL. 

The  work  is  now  entirely  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  your 
Inspector  of  Nuisances.  The  collections  are  made  during  both  the 
day  and  night,  the  dry  ashpits  and  sanitary  dust  bins  during  the  day, 
and  the  wet  ashpits  during  the  night,  this  arrangement  giving  general 
satisfaction.  The  refuse  is  carted  away  in  covered  carts,  direct  to 
the  tips.  We  have  now  seven  covered  carts  in  use;  the  open  carts  are 
abolished,  but  I  think  the  work  would  be  still  further  expedited  by 
the  addition  of  another  covered  cart. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  greater  part  of  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  Manchester 
Waterworks  on  the  constant  service  system,  and  served  by  leaden 
supply  pipes.  A  well  situated  in  the  D  Section,  (the  water  of  which, 
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on  analysis,  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes)  was 
ordered  to  be  closed.  The  water  of  another  well  was  also  analysed 
and  found  satisfactory. 

COW  SHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

There  are  21  cow-sheds  in  the  Township,  having  accommodation 
for  163  cows.  These  premises  are  regularly  inspected,  and  on  the 
whole  are  fairly  satisfactory.  There  are  41  dairies  and  milk  shops, 
which  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector,  who  sees  that 
your  bye-laws  and  regulations  are  properly  carried  out. 

I  think  it  would  be  very  much  better  in  future  to  refuse  the 
application  for  registration  to  those  people  who  carry  on  a  mixed 
business. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  7  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  all  of  which  are 
regularly  visited,  and  thoroughly  lime-washed  four  times  a  year,  or 
oftener  if  considered  necessary.  The  premises  are  kept  scrup¬ 
ulously  clean  by  the  various  occupiers,  who  now  arrange  among 
themselves  for  the  removal  of  the  offal,  &c.,  an  arrangement  which 
works  satisfactorily. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

1 

18  prosecutions  have  been  instituted  during  the  year,  viz.  : — 14 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  2 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  2  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  (Notification)  Act. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Your  Inspector  has  taken  37  samples  of  milk  under  the  above 
Act ;  five  of  these  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be 
(probably)  diluted  with  water,  but  insufficiently  for  judicial  purposes. 
In  two  cases  the  samples  were  found  to  contain  such  an  excess  of 
water  that  prosecutions  were  instituted  and  convictions  obtained. 
One  sample  contained  14  parts  of  water  in  every  100  parts  of  the 
poorest  milk,  and  the  other  5  per  cent,  of  added  water,  I  recommend 
the  Board  to  instruct  the  Inspector  to  take  more  samples  during  the 
ensuing  year.

SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  the  resewering  of  the  A  section  has  been  com¬ 
pleted,  and  the  Sanitary  alterations  in  that  the  most  crowded 
portion  of  the  Township,  have  been  finished,  resulting  in  a  much 
healthier  condition  than  formerly. 

STREAMS. 

The  three  principal  streams  in  the  district  have  caused  no 
nuisance  during  the  year. 

AN  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  ENQUIRIES  MADE  BY  THE  MEDICAL 
OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  AS  TO  THE  CONDITIONS  INJURIOUS 
TO  HEALTH  EXISTING  IN  YOUR  DISTRICT. 

I  have  had  to  condemn  a  number  of  houses  in  an  unhealthy  area 
in  the  D  section,  on  account  of  the  want  of  light,  ventilation,  over¬ 
crowding  and  general  dilapidation,  and  also  to  close  6  back-to-back 
houses  known  as  Wood’s  buildings,  which  were  not  only  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  but  were  absolutely  dangerous.  The  work  of 
altering  the  old-fashioned  middens  into  water-closets  has  progressed 
well  during  the  year,  in  spite  of  a  check  we  received  when  taking 
legal  proceedings  to  enforce  the  alterations.  In  1891,  257  ashpits 
and  privies  were  altered,  630  in  1892, and  429  in  1893.  The  difference 
in  the  atmosphere  in  the  back  passages  is  very  perceptible.  Below 
is  a  table  giving  the  streets  and  number  of  the  houses  in  which 
these  alterations  have  taken  place.

OVER-CROWDING. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  any  steps  with 
regard  to  over-crowding,  but  there  are  still  several  cases  where  the 
accommodation  for  the  poor  with  large  families  is  very  limited. 
The  need  for  some  kind  of  model  dwellings  for  the  working  classes 
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is  much  felt,  especially  in  the  Village  end  of  the  Township.  The 
Board  have  in  hand  a  scheme  which  has  been  approved,  and  borrow¬ 
ing  powers  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  for  the 
demolition  of  houses  in  an  unhealthy  area  in  Diamond  Court, 
Moore  Street,  and  Pearson’s  Court,  and  for  the  erection  of  model 
dwellings  to  accommodate  the  displaced  population.  I  trust  there 
will  be  no  further  delay  in  carrying  out  this  scheme,  as  the  want  is 
becoming  imperative.  Even  when  this  is  done,  there  will  still  be  a 
necessity  for  cottage  property. 

REFUSE  DESTRUCTOR. 

I  regret  that  the  Board  has  not  been  able  to  commence  the 
erection  of  the  proposed  sanitary  depot  and  destructor,  and  trust 
that  the  work  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  existing  obstacles 
are  removed. 

SANITARY  STATE  OF  THE  DISTRICT  AT  THE  END  OF 

THE  YEAR. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Township  has  been  much  improved 
during  the  year  by  the  re-sewering  of  the  A  section,  the  introduction 
of  a  large  number  of  water-closets,  the  cutting  off  the  drains  of 
houses  from  the  main  sewers,  the  removal  of  brick  cellar-floors,  and 
the  taking  out  a  large  number  of  drains  from  the  inside  of  houses, 
and  removing  various  sanitary  defects. 

The  Inspectors  attend  at  the  Offices  every  morningfrom  9  to  10  a.m. 
to  receive  complaints,  after  which  hour  they  leave  for  their  various 
out-door  duties.  Particulars  of  the  sanitary  alterations,  and  the 
number  of  drains  found  defective,  together  with  an  account  of  the 
nuisances  removed,  will  be  found  appended  in  Inspector  Thornley’s 
report.

On  receipt  of  complaint  as  to  the  condition  of  drains,  or  after 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  when  considered  necessary,  and  in  all 
cases  of  certain  Infectious  Diseases,  the  drains  of  houses  are 
thoroughly  tested,  by  means  of  the  water  test,  Banner’s  Chemical 
Compound  Grenade  Test,  Chlorine,  the  Smoke  Test,  of  which 
latter  The  “  Demon  ”  and  Crow’s  Nest  Smoke  machines  are  used; 
or  for  a  small  or  exposed  drain,  Pain’s  and  Burnett  &  Groomes 
Smoke  Cases,  are  found  very  effectual. 
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The  following  number  of  drains  have  been  tested,  by  means  of 
the  above  tests— 280,  of  which  number  220,  or  78*57  per  cent., 
were  found  to  be  defective. 

DISINFECTING. 

187  Rooms  have  been  disinfected  by  means  of  burning  sulphur; 
with  sulphur  dioxide  or  with  a  solution  of  corrossive  sublimate 
after  cases  of  infectious  diseases  or  upon  the  removal  of  infected 
persons  to  Monsall  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.
